Each hole has a par rating which 
depends on the difficulty of the course. 
Instead of the shots you take adding up 
to a total at the end of the course, you 
can only continue the game if you have 
enough balls. 

If you complete the hole under par 
you are awarded an extra ball to add to 
your starting quota of five. However, 
take more swings than the par rating by 
three or more and your pool of golf balls 
will decrease. 

There are numerous levels of 
difficulty, each with 18 holes.
